BEEN THE OBJECTS OF VARIOUS WORK STOPPAGES AND STRIKES DURING THE 
PAST SEVERAL DAYS, IN ORDER TO DEMAND HIGHER WAGES. THE CHRYSLER 
CORPORATION ANNOUNCED IT WOULD SUMMARILY DISMISS ANY EMPLOYEE, 
WHO TOOK PART IN WORK STOPPAGES OR UNAUTHORIZED STRIKES.

NEWSPAPER PUBLISHED IN LA PLATA, ARGENTINA, WAS ABDUCTED NEAR 
THE FAMILY RESIDENCE IN LA PLATA, ARGENTINA. IT IS NOTED THAT 
THE VICTIM OF THE KIDNAPPING IS THE GRANDSON OF DAVID KRAISELBURD, 
WHO WAS KIDNAPPED AND MURDERED BY ARGENTINE TERRORISTS IN LA 
PLATA DURING JULY, 1974. ALTHOUGH THE KIDNAPPED VICTIM’S 
PARENTS ARE ARGENTINE CITIZENS, HE WAS BORN ON NOVEMBER 3, 1974, 

IN SANTA BARBARA, CALIFORNIA, AND IS A UNITED STATES CITIZEN. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE - SOURCE IS COMISARIO MAYOR OSVALDO DE 
BALDRICH, CHIEF OF INTELLIGENCE, BUENOS AIRES PROVINCIAL POLICE. 
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On S/3/76, an official of the Buenos Aires Provincial 
Police (SAPP) Intelligence Service provided the following information: 

Approximately one week to ten days prior to the discovery 
of the location of 12RP leader, MAH 10 ROBERTO SANTUCHD, elements of 
the BAPP Intelligence Service and the Argentine Army Intelligence 
Service (SIE) apprehended ranking EBP leader, DOMINGO MENA, near 
Tigre, Buenos Aire® Province. SANTUCHO was almost caught at the 
same time; however, he managed to escape. ” 

MINA, after initial resistance, cooperated with 8IE in 
providing locations of ISP safe houses and the identities of ESP 
support personnel. For example, MINA identified one of his lieutenants, 
who was subsequently apprehended on 7/28/76, from whoa information was 
secured by the SI® with regard to the EKP interest in members of the 
0. 3. Milgrp in Argentina. Additionally, MENA told the 8IE about the 
location of an EBP safe house located In Villa Martelli, Buenos Aires 
Province, which was occupied by a female identified only as ’’La 
Gringa.” Accordingly, one RAPP Intelligence Agent, two SI® Agents, 
and a SIS Captain, were dispatched to this soapartiaent to pick up 
"ba Gringa.” Prior to entering the apartment, the BAPP Intelligence 
Agent discovered that his weapon had no ammunition since he had for¬ 
gotten to load the clip after discharging all of the rounds on the 
preceding day; however, expecting no trouble from the lone female 
occupant of the apartment, the group of four security officers knocked 
on the door, which was opened by the female. The RAPP Intelligence 
Agent pushed his way into the small foyer of the apartment, searched 
the female, found she was unarmed and beckoned bis SIE companions 
into the apartment. Immediately after entering the apartment, two un¬ 
identified male individuals were observed sitting in an extremely 
small kitchen of the apartment. The SIR Captain, armed with a 9 
machine gun, commanded the two unidentified male individuals to 
stand up from the table and put themselves on the floor of the 
kitchen. In t 
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vidua!, subsequently identified as ERP leader JORGE BENITO URTEAGA, 
managed to execute an abrupt maneuver, kicking the machine gun 
out of the SIR Army Captain’s hands. After clattering to the 
floor, the machine gun was recovered by the other male individual 
subsequently identified as MARIO ROBERTO SANTUCHO. SANTUCHO fired 
the machine gun at point blank range at the SIR Army Captain and 
two rounds were discharged striking the Captain in the chest and 
arms before the machine gun Jammed. URTEAGA and SANTUCHO had no 
other weapons available to them and were gunned down by two SIS 
Agents. The SIS Army Captain died enroute to a hospital in Vicente 
Lopez, Buenos Aires Province, Buenos Aires. If the machine gun 
had not jammed on SANTUCHO, it is more than likely that both he 
and URTEAGA would have been able to eliminate the two SIS Agents 
and the BAPP Intelligence Agent and escape. p 

The entire episode as narrated above demonstrates the 
general modus operandi of Argentine security forces in running 
down leads secured fro^i captioned 1KP prisoners and/or documenta¬ 
tion without first conducting basic checks of the information.

On 6/21/76, an official of the Buenos Aires 
Provincial Police (BAPP) provided the following information: 

During the week of 6/14/76, officers of the 
Criminal Investigations Department of the BAPP raided the 
residence of Colonel MITCHELL, a, ranlting official with SIDE. 
During the course of the raid, Colonel MITHCSLL’s wife was 
struck in the face several times by raiding BAPP Officers, 

Colonel MITCHELL, who was incensed over the raid, went directly 
to the head of SIDE, General PALADINQ, in order to demand that 
those responsible in the BAPP be severely admonished. Inquiries 
by the Argentine Army disclosed that the BAPP raid on Colonel 
MITCHELL*® residence had been carried out on orders of BAPP 
Comisario General ERNESTO VERDUM, the Director of BAPP Investiga¬ 
tions, based on information passed directly to him by SIE. The 
BAPP Chief, Colonel RAMON CAMPS, an active duty Army Colonel, 
upon ascertaining the foregoing information, forced Comisario 
General VERDUM into immediate retirement. 

There is considerable bad feeling between BAPP, 

SIE and SIDS. It is noted that SIS and the BAPP have been 
collaborating with a considerable degree of success against 
the terrorist target in Buenos Aires province. The entire 
episode has demonstrated the need for closer coordination between 
the civilian police forces and the military.
